The World's Fair management has not 
yet taken any action to secure a prolonga- 
tion of the visit of Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia to St. Louis beyond the three hours al- 
ready aliotted. 

“We have not been officially informed 
that three hours are to be the Umit of the 
Prince’s stay in St. Louls and we cannot 
inaugurate to secure a longer visit until 
we have such information,” seid Secretary 
Walter B. Stevens Monday. 

‘Possibly there has been some mistake 
in allotting the Prince’s time and we can- 
not be sure that the announcement of the 
three-hours visit is official unt the state 
department so advises. 

President Francis has been assured that 
the department will send us an itinerary 
soon as it shall be made out. We are - 
pecting this in every mall. 

“An allotment of three hours is entirely 
too small for St. Louis and the World's 
Fair management will make a vigorous 
effort to have it prolonged to a day at 
least if the time has been correctly re- 
ported. 

“Just what this effort will be will not be 
determined until we shall receive official 
advices."’ 

The committee, which will have 
charge of Prince Henry's tour, will meet 
in fashington Tuesday and arrange the 
itinerary finally. The World's Fair man- 
agement hopes to have official notice of 
St. Louis’ allotment of time early en ugh 
to present a protest to the committee if 
it should not be satisfactory.

I said after hearing Kubelik for the first 
time that he had everything but a soul— 
that he had yet to find his soul. 

After hearing him the second time at 
Music Hall, Sunday night, I am willing 
to modify my verdict. Kubelik has a soul; 
he has found and expresses it in his music. 
It breathes through his violin with the 
sweet and tender charm of a sighing south- 
wind blowing on a bank of violets, 

The soul of Kubelik is the soul of a bo 
pure, passlonless, gentle; but charming in 
its delicacy and daintiness of feeling. 

The boy has a wonderful temperament, 
which enables him to catch the spirit of 
music and give it exquisite expression—to 
convert into delicious tones the tenderest 
shades of emotion. 

Combined with a marvelous skin in the 
handling of bow and strings iis genius 
achieves results which entrance his iisten- 
ers, so captivataing and wonder-compelling 
that they defy words. 


A MUSICAL REVELATION. 

His second concert was another revela- 
tion, far exceeding that of the first. The 
audience was carried away in a sort of 
musical intoxication, which swept them 
from the realm of reality into the dream- 
land of enrapturing song. They were held 
in an ectasy of delight and wonder. 

The boy played like an angel. He made 
his violin laugh and sing and weep. He 
brought out of it tones so rarely ‘der, 
sweet and searching that they stirred the 
very souls of the listeners. They sat 
breathless, flushing and paling under the 
weird influence of the player’s genius. 

It ie useless to attempt to describe Ku- 

belik’s work. It is indescribable, incompre- 
hensible, unaccountable. It strikes the 
masters of music dumb. It is the gift of 
God. 
Analysis of his work is vain. One can 
only speak of effects and tones hitherto 
undreamt of. Words are a mockery. At 
times his violin seems a whole orchestra. 
Again it is a flute. It is all the musical 
instruments at the artist's desire. 


His Flute Tone. 


In the “Souvenir of Moskow Kubelik 

struck and held during a difficult passage 
a clear, strong flute tone—something to mar- 
vel over for all time. The traumerei which 
he gave as an encore was a dream of ten- 
derness and beauty. 
The program was admirably selected to 
display the young master’s powers, and he 
evidently was in good mood. It would be 
difficult to distinguish one piece from an- 
other in foint of performance. Each one 
was played in perfect form. Kubelik easily 
ranged through the gamut of musical ex- 
pression. In brilliance of skill, beauty of 
phrasing and tenderness of feeling his work 
never has been equaled in this city. 

There was an impression of a lack of 
breadth, power and depth of feeling, but 
one may easily overlook this in the charm 
and marvel of his work. He will get the 
breadth and depth in time. 

The audience which nearly filled the 
Music Hall was aroused to the highest 
pitch of enthusiasm. It demanded a repe- 
tition after every number and refused to 
leave the hall at the close of läst nufn- 
ber on the program, shouting a demand for 
one more until the young violinist re- 
sponded.

Jan Kubelik can laugh. A pretty, mu- 
sical laugh, with notes in it like those of 
his own violin, accompanied by a smile that 
lights up what you know as the impas- 
sive countenance” until you wouldn't dare 
to say soul, the presence of that quality 
is so apparent.

. “COO-BEY-LICK,”’

Certainly Chicago's reception of the victor of Santiago was 
Calculated to make happy a veteran who has nobly served his 
country, but whose service has not been recognized by official- 
@om. It proves beyond all doubt that the Admiral’s services are 
recognized and appreciated by the people and that he is firmly 
established in their esteem and affection. Chicago has honored 
herself in honoring Schley. 

But why has St. Louis done nothing to indicate the appre- 
ation by her people of Schley's services?

CONCEALED WEAPONS AGAIN. 

The records of the Court of Criminal Correction show that 
from Jan. , 1901, to Dec. A. 170 defendants were arraigned in 
that court on the charge of carrying concealed weapons.

AN UNWILLING CAPTIVE 


Turkish Minister Chekib Bey Denies 
the Statements Telegraphed 
About Miss Stone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Turkish 
minister, Chekib Bey, gave to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today the follow- 


ing authorized statement: 

“These statements, made by the Vienna 
newspapers and cabled to the press of tne 
United States, that Miss Stone was a will- 
ing captive of the Macedonian revolutionary 
committee, are without foundation, so far 
as any Turkish official knows. 

“So far as I know, all the Turkish infor- 
mation consists of the following facts: 

Miss Stone was captured on the frontiers 
of Turkey and Bulgaria by disguised agents 
of the Mecedonian committee. She had 
been warned of her danger, but persisted 
in her journey through a dangerous part 
of the country. The careful disguise of 
the brigands made it possible for them to 
flee into Bulgarian terrotory from the pur- 
suing forces of Turkey. 

“They have since retained her upon Bul- 

rian soll, and the Turkish frontier has 

en steadily guarded to prevent them car- 
wae out their outrage on Turkish soll. 

“The Turkish government has earnestly 
co-operated with every effort to capture 
the brigands and release Miss Stone, and 
had the efforts and activity of their neigh- 
bors been equal, Miss Stone would have 
long since been released and her captors 
punished.”’

PLEA FOR WIDER THOUGHT. 


Rev. Cobern Declares That the Church 
Should Not Regard All the Bible 
as Literal History. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—Prof. Pearson and his 
recent open attack on the miracles of the 
Bible were discussed in many of the 
Sunday sermons in Chicago. The line was 
not drawn between denominations, preach- 
ers of many creeds in a score of churches 
deeming the utterances of the Northwest- 
ern University teacher worthy of especial 
thought. 

To the congregation in the Isiah Temple 
Rabbi Stolz said: 

“It is not difficult to find in the Bible 
inaccuracies, exaggerations, inconsistencies, 
errors in text and sentiments that degrade 
the Deity to the level of an Oriental des- 


pot.“ 

Again he said: 

“We are under obligations to Prof. Pear- 
son that he has again called attention to 


this truth in a spirit of reverence and duty 
ae not from a sense of scorn and ridi- 
cule.”’ 

Bishop Fallows declared the miracle to 
be not unnatural, but supernatural, and 
especially defended the records of the New 
Testament. 

Rev. Camden M. Cobern, preaching be- 
fore the members of the St. James Meth* 
odist Episcopal Church declared: 

It is true that not all the Bible is literal 
history and that a man or church would 
indeed be foolish who would insist upon 
35 reting every part of the Bible as lit- 
eral history. Many of the remarks made 
recently.“ he said, before concluding, do 
not sound like the utterances of a biblical 
critic, but infidelity, pure and simple.’ 

In another part of ‘the city Dr. Leach 
Was even more outspoken. 

‘Take away one he prop from me if 
you dare to try it,“ he began and in the 
name of Jehovah—God—I will brand you 
Judas. Disturbed by the utterances of 
Prof. Pearson? There never has been a 
lack of such, for the devil lives until he 
shall have been cast into the pit by the 
conqueror.’ 

The ~ continued to say that he 
was concerned for the weaker men and 
women who might be influenced b by the pro- 
fessor’s utterances and demanded that the 
trustees of the university suspend the 
teacher. 

Rev. Dr. Johnnot, at the Unity Church 
in Oak Park, talked on the theme of The 
Evil Results of the Belief in an Infal- 
lible Bible.“ He * Pos part: 

“We have not lost true faith when 
we recognize the fallibility of the Bible, 
but have made a distinct gain. The Bible 
is like a gallery of ieee in which are 
gathered the good and the 

Speaking before the Independent Relig- 
fous Society at the Grand Opera House, 
Mr. Mangasarian pleaded for a wider lib- 
erty in thought and action in regard to 
religious belief. 

“The Methodists have taken the posi- 
tion,“ he said, that no insider has any 
right to criticize the church.

HAS GROWN UNWIELDY. 


OPPOSED TO GERMAN PRIEST. 


Nearly All the Parishioners Speak 
English, and Feel that Pastor 
Should Be American. 


Announcement was made Sunday mgrn- 
ing, at both 8 and 10 o'clock masses, by 
Acting Pastor Gilmartin that St. Patrick's 
parish, East St. Louis, will be divided into 
three parishes, probably within a month. 

Father Gilmartin also announced that the 
parish is now free from debt and has 0 
in its treasury. 

This is the famous “fighting parish” of 
lilinois, which made such a strong resist- 
ance to the appointment of a German 
priest a few years ago and finaliy won 
after a long struggle. Bishop Jennsen ot 
Belleville two years ago decided to appoint 
an BEngiish-speaking pastor. 

When Father O'Halloran, the pastor, died 
Bishop Johnson named as his successor 
Father Kluse, a German priest. Nearly gl! 
of the parishioners are English-speaking 
people, and but few can understand Ger- 


man, 
At once there was a vigorous demand 


for a pastor who could preach in English. 
This fight against the bishop 8 appointunent 
was lea by Father Downey, the assistant 
pastor under Father O’ Haiioran. 

Ine struggle between bishop and parish 
attracted Attention ail over the Uniuteu 
States. The parishioners threatened to 
withdraw their support from the church 
uniess they could have an English speak- 


ing priest. 
Nine Hundred Families 


in tae Parish. 

There are about 900 families in St. Pat- 
rick’s parish. It is the largest parish in 
East St. Louis. Originally the parish in- 
cluded the whole city, but St. Henry's par- 
ish, including the district next to the 


river, was cut off some years ago. 

Father Sweeney, the present pastor, final- 
ly was appointed by the bishop and the 
long fight ended. Father Gimartin was 
made assistant pastor. During the absence 
of Father Sweeney, who is in che South for 
his heaith, Father Gimartin is acting pas- 
tor. The division of the parish awaius the 
return of the pastor, who is expected in 
about a month. 

Parishioners of St. Patrick's, since the 
announcement was made, are much con- 
cerned over the matter. No reason for the 
division, except that it was for the goou 
of the church, was given. 

The parisnioners say that if English 
Speaking priests are sent to the two new 

urishes there will be no complaint; but 

f German priests are sent, many parish- 
* aver, the new parishes Will not 
receive financial support from within their 
own bounds. 

It will devolve upon the new pastor:
